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No Injuries for Two Coast Guard Rescuees

The two people that were rescued by a Coast Guard 
helicopter late Sunday evening near Brandt Island 
sustained no injuries and refused medical treatment, 
according to Fairhaven Harbormaster David Darmofal. 

Darmofal said he received a call around 7:00 pm 
Sunday evening of a possible sinking of a 20-foot boat 
carrying two people near West Island. Shortly after the 
call, he launched their boat into the water and met up 
with the Coast Guard near the area. New Bedford also 
dispatched a boat to aid with the search. 

Mattapoisett Harbormaster Horace Field said the 
boats were not in the water yet, otherwise they would 
have also responded. 

Because of the rough weather conditions, a Coast 
Guard helicopter was also dispatched to locate the 
distressed boat. Around 9:30 pm, the helicopter spotted 
the boat overturned in the water near West Island. The 
two passengers were sitting on top of the sinking boat. 

"The best thing these people did was stay with their 
vessel,'' said Darmofal. ''If they had attempted to swim, 
they wouldn't have made it." 

The two people, whose names were not released by 
either harbormaster, were airlifted by the Coast Guard 
helicopter and brought to the Cape Cod Coast Guard 
Station. 

Field, who saw the signal flares launched by the boat 
from his house in Mattapoisett, wonders what they were 
doing out in the water that late at night. 
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"They shouldn't have been out there period," said 
Field. "Sometimes fishermen will go out in any type of 
weather in little inadequate boats." 

While there is no confirmation that this boat and its 
passengers were fishing, Darmofal says there are certain 
safety precautions everyone in a boat should be taking. 

"Please boat safely," said Darmofal. "Make sure you 
have the proper equipment, flares and personal floatation 
devices at all times."

This presents a welcome challenge to educators who 
are looking to incorporate the use of technology more 
directly in the classroom. 

A few months ago, Kevin Tavares and his fourth 
graders at Old Hammondtown School in Mattapoisett 
built a website to share what they were learning with the 
rest of the world. Mr. T, as the kids call him, installed a 
location tracking widget on the page that assigns a red 
dot to the country of each visitor. 

"They've been studying primarily North America, 
but the kids wanted to get dots from all over the world,'' 
he said. 

In the first 24 hours, their site received 124 visits from 16 
different countries. As well as being marked on a map 
online, Tavares has pinned each location on a large global 
map at the front of his classroom, complete with a line 
of clocks hanging above, each marking time in different 
places around the world. 

The quest now became to get website hits from all 
seven continents. That's right, all seven. 

"One night I came upon a website of U.S. scientists 
who are working in Antarctica, so I sent an email out," 
Tavares said. 

He did get an email back, but as for getting the 
dot on the map, he was out of luck. The scientists in 
Antarctica use satellite Internet, and the signal first makes 
landfall in Florida. 

He eventually got in contact with Amber Lancaster, who

is a scientist working with PolarTREC (Teachers and 
Researchers Exploring and Collaborating), which offers 
teachers and students opportunities to participate in 
hands-on field researching projects in the polar regions of 
the world.

what day it is/' Krabill joked. 

He and Spuck detailed their daily lives on the 
world's largest island, from the bigger, slower mosquitoes 
that fly around in warmer weather to the unexpectedly 
generous amount of Thai food that is available to them. 

They then explained the work they did, which 
focuses on studying the current changes in the Earth's 
cryosphere, which includes snow, glaciers, permafrost, 
and sea ice due to rising average temperatures around the 
world. 

"What's the first thing that happens when your 
refrigerator breaks? Your ice cream melts," said Spuck, 
when telling the students why it's important to study 
Earth's polar regions. They used a slide show to provide 
the students a glimpse of the equipment they use and the 
landscapes they travel. 

At the end of the day, Tavares was very pleased. 

"I think it went great. It exposes the students to 
different elements of science. It's really about opening 
their eyes to it," he said. 

Judging by the reactions of his students, he 
succeeded. 

"I like that you got to see them and didn't just listen 
to their voices. It was interesting," said Ali Moniz. 

"My favorite part was when they talked about the 
different things they used to take samples," said Zoe 
Davis. "But watching this, it got me more interested in 
science." 

This webinar was only part of Tavares' effort to 
incorporate the responsible use of technology and the 
Internet to help educate his students. In the next few 
weeks, his class will Skype with a scientist in Chile who 
was working in Antarctica when Tavares first made 
contact with the team down there.

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the -past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet. Eukanuba brand dog foods are often 
helpful in resolving intestinal upsets in dogs.

The New Bedford Chaney Group is considered 
''the voice'' of the Schooner Ernestina, McCarthy said, 
which is retired at the New Bedford harbor. The schooner 
was built in 1984 in Gloucester, traveled 600 miles of the 
North Pole, and later brought immigrants to the United 
States. The Ernestina was returned to the United States in 
1982 as a gift from the Cape Verdean people. 

Interestingly, the chantey group's connection to 
the Ernestina was recognized when a captain in Brigus, 
Newfoundland invited to group to perform at a festival in 
2008. Before it was called the Ernestina, it was called Effie 
M. Morrissey - the schooner of Newfoundland's famous 
native son and mariner Robert Bartlett.

New Bedford Waterworks Pursues Solar 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Laura Fedak PeduUi 

New Bedford Waterworks presented to Rochester 
Selectmen and the public a preliminary look at a proposed 
solar energy project near the Freetown-Rochester border. 

At the Selectmen's Monday, April 23 meeting. New 
Bedford Water Superintendent James Ricci - along with 
representatives from ConEdison Solutions and Blue Wave 
Capital - relayed information about their pursuit of a 
25 to 30-acre solar farm in a 300-acre infrastructure zone 
within the Quittacas Pond Conservation Area. 

Ricci explained that red pines, which are dead / dying 
as determined by the state Forestry program, would be 
removed to accommodate the project. The 4.2 Megawatt 
would meet 100 percent of the City of New Bedford Water 
Department's electricity needs, Ricci said. 

'Tt would provide green energy to New Bedford's 
Water Department and save roughly 30 percent in water 
costs," explained John Devillars of Blue Wave Capital, a 
contractor working on the project. 

Although Rochester would not receive any of the 
energy generated from the project, Devillars said the town 
would receive a payment in lieu of taxes as compensation. 
Specifically, as proposed now, Rochester would receive

$800,000 over 20 years - or $40,000 every year - for 
allowing the project within its borders. Moreover, New 
Bedford Waterways would pay an additional $150,000 in 
permitting fees at the onset. New Bedford Waterworks 
hopes to build the project late summer and complete 
it in the fall - with it up and running by the end of the 
calendar year. 

Neighbors came out to ask questions about the 
project, with concerns about the farm's impact on run off, 
aesthetic views, potential dust and wind in an adjoining 
neighborhood that already is situated in a high velocity 
zone. 

''We want to make sure the visual buffer is appealing 
to neighbors. There are no fixed ideas of what that has to

he/' said Devillars, who said that the public is invited to 
meet w^ith engineers at the New^ Bedford Waterw^orks site 
on Wednesday, April 25 at 7:00 pm (pre- Wanderer print 
deadline) to provide their input. 

Selectman Naida Parker said in earlier meetings that 
the project w^ouldn't be pile driven, although Devillars 
countered that it would be. 

One Rochester resident said at a Dartmouth solar 
farm that was pile driven, a neighbor said it was "awful'' 
and ''always wanted to leave the house." 

"We want to get it right. This is not set in stone. We 
welcome your input," said Ian Diamond, working for 
ConEdison Solutions. "We don't want to pull wool over 
anyone's eyes at all." 

The project still has to go through the Planning Board 
permitting process, and in the meantime the Selectmen 
need to put on the warrant for the upcoming Town 
Meeting language that would allow the town to enter 
into a contract with New Bedford Waterworks. Selectmen 
Bradford Morse pointed out that a lot of issues brought 
up by neighbors are appropriate to bring up at future 
Planning Board hearings. 

In other important business at the meeting. Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera met with the Finance 
Committee to review the Town Warrant, which he said 
includes no salary increases except for employees in 
contracts mandating them. He said staff was shuffled 
around - not added - to provide more staff power

LaCamera said that the 16-article warrant needs 
to be finalized by May 7 to allow time for advertising 
and distribution. He said the warrant includes articles 
on natural resources, zoning, and a new government- 
mandated flood district bylaw. Also, he said the town 
is working with Marion to enter into solar / wind power 
purchase agreements that could offer the town a 20 
percent discount on energy costs. 

"It is very attractive,'' he said. 

The last article would clean up language that 
prohibits the use of internal combustion engines on 
Mary's Pond and Snow's Pond. 

In other matters, LaCamera expressed concern about 
the Parks Commission, which has not been meeting 
regularly nor been active in its duties. 

"I'm very concerned about insurance coverage," 
LaCamera said - noting that some groups use Rochester's 
parks and the town could be "exposed [to litigation] if 
someone got hurt." 

The Selectmen ultimately decided to request to meet 
with the Commission about these issues, and set aside 
Tuesday, May 1 as a possible meeting date. 

In other business: 

• The board and five members of the Rochester 
Memorial School committee approved the appointment 
of Shirley Bourque to the Old Colony Regional Vocational

bar after closing. 

The rescheduled hearing will begin at 7:30 pm 
and is open to all residents. There has been no decision 
on location, but the selectmen agreed on either the Old 
Hammondtown School or the Center School depending 
on availability. 

In other news, the board voted to grant three 
high school students a common victualler license to sell 
concessions at the beach during the summer.

they said that early mornings could potentially work. 

The board advised Hagberg to iron out a specific 
schedule and to meet with the Mattapoisett Land Trust to 
discuss the possibility 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne gave an 
update on the Mattapoisett Road Improvement Five Year 
Plan. Phase I of the project is near complete, and Gagne 
said Phase II has been authorized to begin. Phase II will 
repair roads near North Street and Church Street. The 
overall plan for the project is to take care of all the roads 
in Mattapoisett within five to seven years, and so far, it's 
off to a great start. 

'Tt's working exactly the way we wanted it 
to work,'' said Gagne. "It's exciting. We've had a very 
successful first year." 

Gagne also informed the board that Robert 
McNamara will be resigning from the Planning Board. 
Any interested candidates looking to serve the rest of 
McNamara' s term must submit a letter to the Board of 
Selectmen, who will meet with the Planning Board during 
a special meeting and vote to appoint the replacement. 

The articles for the Mattapoisett Town Meeting, 
which will be held on Monday, May 14, should be 
finalized by the end of the week, according to Gagne. The 
Town Election warrant was approved and signed at the 
beginning of the meeting. 

Gagne also encourages residents to pay close 
attention to the article that has the new FEMA flood 
maps. Two-thirds of the residents must vote to approve 
the new maps at the town meeting. If community does 
not accept the maps by July 12, the town is not eligible for 
flood insurance coverage. The Planning Board meeting 
on Monday, April 30, will review the new flood bylaws in 
detail. 

The Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen will meet 
again on Tuesday, May 8 at 7:00 pm in Town Hall.

Reconstruction Plans Concern Neighbors 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals issued no 
decisions at its Thursday, April 19 meeting, postponing 
deliberation on two cases. 

With Chairman Robert Wedge absent, the board 
opened and closed hearings for two Special Permit 
requests, as well as entertained an informal discussion 
with architect Anthi Frangiadis concerning a proposed 
new produce market at 806 Mill Street, the former Frigate 
Steak House property. 

A Special Permit request to raze and reconstruct a 
house at 19 Shawondasse Road attracted a roomful of 
neighbors, with the majority opposing the reconstruction. 

Engineer Richard Charon spoke on behalf of 
applicant Robert McNamara, who wants to rebuild 
his home, which is a structure on a pre-existing 
nonconforming lot. According to Charon, the setbacks 
would change on the entrance side of the property to

about 15 feet, but all other sides would remain the same. 

He said the current structure was built in 1941 on a 
lot created in 1929. The proposed three-bedroom home 
would include a new deck and balcony extension. The lot 
coverage of the proposed residence and extension would 
be 30.3 percent, Charon said. 

"Both the home and the division of the land predates 
the bylaw,'' he said. 

Charon said that the project would be in line with its 
neighbors' residences, and that the three nearest homes 
are of similar size and they are set back closer to the street 
than the proposed home. 

"If you look down the road, the structures that were 
torn down and rebuilt were all substantial expansions," 
he said, adding that given its location in the velocity zone, 
many of the older homes in the neighborhood will require 
reconstruction to strengthen the foundation. 

The proposed home would exceed the 10 percent 
limit of height gain, but Charon said that is necessary. 

"Unfortunately it is a question of time before all of 
these homes are raised up. This will be an improvement 
to the neighborhood," he said. "It's not a McMansion by 
any means." 

However, many neighbors spoke out through letters 
or through in-person testimony at the hearing. 

Abutter Peter Noyer in his letter said the construction 
is substantially outside of the current footprint, and the 
new size would be detrimental to neighbors.

Richard and Faith Morningstar also said the 
reconstruction is unreasonable, and that changes should 
adhere to the current zoning requirements. The letter 
- as well as neighbors at the hearing - made mention 
of an incident of a shed being constructed without 
authorization, but Charon said that shed is gone and a 
"non-issue/' 

One abutter said the new construction would impact 
run-off on the private dirt road, and that the proposed 
plan would exceed the footprint while other reconstructed 
homes have stayed within their footprint. Charon 
disputed this notion, and cited one home that exceeded its 
footprint when reconstructed. 

Resident John McCarthy was the lone voice at the

hearing that favored the project. 

"It's a marked improvement to the neighborhood,'' 
he said. 

With 90 days to make a decision on the case, Marion 
ZBA Vice Chair Eric Pierce closed the hearing and made 
no motion to begin deliberation. 

A second hearing took place that evening, with 
applicant Julia (Brooks) Kalkanis seeking a Special 
Permit to construct an addition at a non-conforming 
single-family home at 17 Maple Avenue for her "growing 
family." 

Architect Anthi Frangiadis said the proposed 700 
square foot addition would be at the rear of the property, 
with a slight bump out at the northerly side of the home. 

Although neighbors had questions about the project, 
no one objected to the expansion. The board closed the 
hearing, but did not deliberate. 

Lastly, the board met with Arnie Johnson and his 
architectural and engineering consultants about his 
pursuit of a produce market at the former Frigate Steak 
House site. 

Frangiadis - the architect on this case as well - asked 
what the ZBA requires to retrieve a Use Special Permit, 
which is necessary under the bylaw. The new business 
would change its use from restaurant to retail. 

Although Vice Chair Pierce admitted he needed 
to investigate the issue further, he said he believes the 
extensive information to be provided during the Planning

Marion Capital Improvement Planning Committee

With multiple projects of various price tags on the 
agenda, the Marion Capital Improvement Planning 
Committee met on the evening of Thursday, April 19, 
with a plan to prioritize the list, before presenting their 
findings to the Board of Selectmen. 

The physical and financial condition of the town 
indicated revenue of $22.5 million and a ten-year capital 
expenditure forecast of $57 million. With the total number 
of taxpayers at 2,471, that leaves a debt and unfunded 
benefit total of approximately $46,000 to $56,000 per

taxpayer over the next ten years. This figure could 
double taxes in Marion over the next ten years. 

One of the major issues brought out at the meeting 
was the fact that 61 percent of the town revenue is 
allocated to education, both at Sippican Elementary 
School, ORR Junior and Senior High School and the 
Upper Cape Vocational Technical School. 

Committee member Ted North provided a handout 
showing that 8.5 percent of the town budget was funding 
Sippican Elementary School which has approximately 467 
students, or 8.9 percent of the town population, which is 
5,256. 

The junior and senior high school and the Upper 
Cape Cod Vocational Technical School, which service 768 
students, represent 22 percent of the budget of the town 
of Marion. 

The total school population of Marion is 14.6 percent 
and represents 61 percent of the town budget. 

North discussed the discrepancy between the "per 
student'' costs at Sippican School versus the ''per student" 
cost at the high school. 

"Why is the cost per student so high at the 
elementary level?" asked North. 

"The elementary school population is 8.9 percent of 
Marion's population, yet it represents 38.5 percent of our 
total town budget," said North. "We are spending over 
61 percent of our town budget on education," said Mr. 
North. 

The committee also discussed the upcoming Marion 
Town Meeting warrant, which includes an approximate 
$388,700 in expenditures. The warrant includes $95,500 
for boiler control upgrades and repair of a leak at 
Sippican Elementary School. 

In discussing town department issues, the committee 
wanted to coordinate with Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson, in submitting and discussing requisitions 
or any capital improvement with the committee. The 
committee discussed the importance of town departments 
prioritizing requests to go before the town in the warrant. 

Other capital improvements discussed included 
a new town house telephone system with voice mail 
at $50,000, which will be on the town warrant in May.

Final Stretch for ORR Seniors

With the students of Old Rochester Regional High 
School returning to the classroom on Monday, April 23 
after a week's respite, the senior class has now entered 
its final stretch.

Marley. Directed by Kevin Macdonald. Running time: 144 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Now playing on Magnolia 
On Demand. 

It's weird to see Bob Marley without that iconic thick 
head of dreadlocks, which he called "my identity." Near the 
beginning and end of the epic documentary Marley, we do in- 
deed see a closer-cropped Marley — in his youth, when he was 
covering American hits like "A Teenager in Love," and close 
to death, when chemotherapy had ravaged his identity but not 
his spirit. The latter is a tragic sight, the former sort of comic. 
One revelation, for a casual Marley listener like me who hasn't 
dipped into the zillion or so biographies written about him, is 
that Marley didn't emerge fully-formed. Once upon a time he 
was Robert Marley, a kid trying to do something with "What's 
New Pussycat"; like Richard Pry or, whom he resembled in 
those pre-dread days, he took a while to find his own voice. 
Once he did, the serenely ecstatic sound of it moved millions. 

Marley is a family- approved documentary (Marley 's 
oldest son Ziggy is one of the executive producers), co-pro- 
duced by Bob's own label Tuff Gong, so if there were any truly 
troubling aspects of his personality — aside from some anec- 
dotes about his competitive streak, expressed best in his full-tilt 
foot races against his toddlers — we don't hear much about 
them. He comes through when he speaks for himself, most often 
subtitled for the benefit of Western ears that can't decipher his 
light patois. By and large, many other heads do the talking for 
him. In the end, the songs explain him most eloquently. We 
hear bits of dozens of them, including the dorm-room standards 
"Could You Be Loved," "Stir It Up," "Jamming," and "No 
Woman No Cry." 

If that last song is true, Marley must've cried a lot. As 
the film tells us, he fathered eleven children by seven women; 
only three were with his official wife Rita, who more or less 
looked the other way as Bob welcomed a wide variety of lov- 
ers, including one-time Miss World winner Cindy Breakspeare. 
(Even a German nurse who treated Marley near the end tells 
us there was "a spark" between them.) When asked if Mar- 
ley was charming, one woman looks bemused and answers 
"D'you know Bob?" Actually, we don't, not really. When a 




man who only died 3 1 years ago 
1 inspires biographies numbering in 
' at least double digits, it speaks of 
a man who was a lot of different 
things to a lot of different people. 
, Marley buys into the view of him 
^ as a humble Trenchtown kid who 
became the voice of the poor 
, and disenfranchised not only in 
Jamaica but worldwide. (The film 
reaches a climax of sorts during 
footage of his 1980 performance at 
I Zimbabwe's Independence Day.) 
A little bit is made of 
Marley 's mixed ancestry: he was the son of an Afro- Jamaican 
mother and a white Jamaican father. After visiting the father's 
construction offices and being turned away, Marley wrote "Cor- 
nerstone" ("The stone that the builder refused/Will always be 
the head cornerstone"). We get a sense of a much more complex 
figure than the hagiography of the film is really equipped to deal 
with: even at two hours and twenty-four minutes, Marley feels 
like a well-rendered sketch, but still a sketch for all that. It's 
smoothly drawn, though (and nice-looking: one of the cinema- 
tographers was Christopher Nolan regular Wally Pfister); direc- 
tor Kevin Macdonald {The Last King of Scotland) does manage 
to suggest the turmoil Marley rose out of and seemed to be a 
part of despite himself. Pressured to come down on one side 
or the other during a particularly fraught conflict between the 
Jamaica Labour Party and the People's National Party, Marley 
demurred, only to be shot in 1978. Soon after, he came out at 
his scheduled One Love Peace Concert and showed off his scars 
to the crowd. 

"Holy Wound of the Left Arm of my Bob, I adore 
thee..." Well, the movie doesn't go quite that far. The more rel- 
evant comparison would be to Achilles, though it was Marley 's 
toe, not heel, that started giving him trouble in 1977, portending 
the malignant melanoma that would later infest his entire body. 
This was thought by those close to him to be more of a Cauca- 
sian disease than a black one, so if you take that all the way, the 
white man in his very DNA killed him. The movie doesn't do 
much with this irony, nor the added irony of Marley 's sojourn to 
a holistic clinic in Germany, which barely a generation earlier 
would' ve treated an ailing Jamaican far less gently. Marley re- 
counts a short life that seemed to straddle worlds and eras, and 
perhaps the definitive portrait will never be filmed or written. 
Until it is, though, there's always the music.
